This year has Ix'en a particularly 
had one for Swine Influenza—and it 
behooves every hog-raiser to be on 
his guard against it. 
Hog flu first shows itself in loss 
of appetite; the hogs run a high 
fever, and often become completely 
prostrated. 
Here is the farmer’s 
first baffling problem—for those 
same 
danger 
signals 
are 
also 
symptoms of hog cholera. 
If the hogs have been fmmunii«l 
against cholera- then the potential 
danger is reduced more than half. 
But if they have not been im­ 
munized, there is not only danger of 
the disease being cholera, but the 
ndded danger of the hogs contract­ 
ing cholera, after being weakened 
by flu. So, again we see the advan­ 
tage of cholera immunization, which 
should he one of the first tenets in 
any swine grower’s creed. 
In any case, the first thing to do 
when hogs show any of the above 
symptoms, is to call a veterinarian. 
The next step is to impose rigid 
safety measures to prevent spread 
of the disease, as flu is extremely 
contagious. 
Do not 
visit 
your 
neighbor’s hog lot, and don’t allow 
him to visit yours. 
Keep dogs, 
other animals, and wagons out of 
your hog lot. Observe as strict a 
quarantine as you would in case 
of cholera. Do not allow the sick 
hogs to be exposed to drafts, and 
do not allow them to pit** up. 
Wfy'lc £ogs usually recover from 
flu, the greatest danger is to the 
pig crop of sows which have been 
bred. Sows which have had flu fre­ 
quently lose their pigs, or the pigs 
jre )>2rn weak or dead. The re iult 
is disastrous to hog profits for the 
following season.

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Floodway Soon Ready 
for Refugees to Return 


East Prnirie, Mo.—As refugees 
prepare to return to their 
land 
in the rapidly draining floodway, 
one of the developments surpris­ 
ing to a casual observer is that no 
dispute has arisen over ow nership 
of- any of the 20(Tf) or more head 
of c ittle being held here 
until 
their ow ners can claim them. 
In a week the water will have 
fallen enough so that most farms 
can be reached by team and wag­ 
on. 
The floodwatcr has reached 
a level where it is 
difficult 
to 
re eh many places with a 
boat, 
yet is too deep for 
team s 
and 
wagons. 
W ater is going down 
in 
the 
floodway at the rate of 
a 
foot 
every 24 hours. 
In many places 
w here there was no current, silt 
has piled up to a depth of seven 
inches, while 
in 
others, 
much 
sand has drifted in. 
Several hundred head of mules 
ore in one pasture near here. In 
m any cases farm ers 
have 
lost 
track of their stock, so they go to 
this pasture to find w hether their 
m ules are held there. 
T hus far 
there has not been a m istake in 
the ow nership of 
any 
of 
the 
mules. 
A farm er 
walks 
among 
the mules, which to the average 
man look all alike, and picks out 
those belonging to 
him. 
Often 
there are no m arks or brands that 
will give the ow ner added help. 
Hom er Rufe, a young son of a 
refugee farmer, went to the cor­ 
ral and almost imm ediately point­ 
ed out his father’s mule. “ It’s sim ­ 
ple," he said. “Old Buck 
never 
lik e d me and would walk 
away 
w hen I went into the lot, and he 
has a habit of looking back over 
his shoulder at me when I get too 
close.” 
It is even easier to claim ow n­ 
ership of the cattle, for most of 
them have 
m arks 
of 
coloring 
which help to identify them. Hogs 
are the hardest to identify. 
W ork is being rushed to get the 
farm ers in condition to move back 
to the land just as soon as the 
w ater recedes. 
Plans are being 
m ade to build small homes 
for 
those who have lost their houses, 
according to W. E. 
Zim m erm an, 
secretary of the local Red Cross 
chapter. 
“We 
w ant 
to 
build 
small 
hou>es, something like 10 by 16 
feet, so that 
the 
farm ers 
can 
.move back and get started with 
the spring work. 
It will be better 
for them to take their families to 
small houses than stay cooped up 
here in town. 
As m any as 
17 
persons in some ca*es are living 
in one small room here now. 
“ East Prairie has 640 families, 
consisting of 2768 persons, to take 
care of. 
Most of these are white 
sh are cro p p ers and they w ant to 
get back on their farm s to start 
spring work just as soon as pos­ 
sible. 
In m any cases fences must 
be built before the stock can be 
taken from the corrals here. 
A 
step is being made to put 
stock 
laws into effect in the 
floodway, 
com piling farm ers to keep stock 
m fenced 
pastures. 
For 
many 
years stock has been allowed to 
range at will. 
If this parctice »s 
continue I. 
it 
will 
necessitate 
every farm er fencing his entire 
crap. 
If the stock law is put into 
effect, 
only 
pastures 
need 
be 
fenced.” 
H *y and corn is being trucked 
in from 
adjoining 
counties 
to 
feed the hundreds of head of cat­ 
tle. mules and hogs. 
This is be­ 
ing provided by the Red Cross. 
In nearly all 
eases, 
registration 
cards of refugees show th at 
all 
grain and hay was left behind in 
th e flood and it has been charg­ 
ed off as a complete loss. 
Tn a few districts, an effort is 
being made to get back into the 
backw ater 
region 
and 
families 
h a v e started washing and clean­ 
ing the mud and silt 
from 
the 
houses. 
In this region 
only 
a 
few houses moved off their foun­ 
dations. 
The backw ater 
region 
is on the side the levee, opposite 
th e floodway. 
W ater backed to­ 
w a rd East P rairie to a depth of 
15 feet in some places, but now is 
m ostly gone and families will be 
ab le to get back to their deserted 
hom es within com paratively short 
tim e. 
A representative of a 
leading 
im plem ent com pany who was in 
East P rairie a few days ago, told 
farm ers his firm would send e x ­ 
perienced tractor and implement 
m en to help repair w ater-soaked 
machines. 
All tractors and most 
of the more delicate farm m ach­ 
inery will have to be dism antled 
and parts washed with 
gasoline 
to rem ove rust and sand. 
In the 
back-w ater 
area 
hundreds 
of 
tractors m ired in the ice and mud 
and were left behind. Even cars 
and truck w ere left in yards and 
along roads because of the haste 


to move other personal 
posses­ 
sions from danger. 
State C om m ander H. H. Lark 
of the Am erican Legion, 
visited 
the floodway area last week and 
told local 
veterans 
that 
they 
would be provided with clothing 
and food for tw o 
weeks 
when 
tim e came for them to m ove back 
to their farms, and that a small 
am ount of cash nlso 
would 
be 
given each veteran. 
According to farm ers 
of 
the 
floodway area, hundreds of acres 
of farm land will be 
idle 
t h i s ; 
season. 
The im portant q u estio n s! 
in the mind of the average far- J 
m er are w hether the holes in t h e , 
levee will be plugged by 
spring j 
planting time, and 
w hether 
ho 
will be able to get some kind of a 
home im m ediately 
to 
live 
in? 
M any are reluctant to plant crops 
if the levee is not rebuilt because 
of the chance of losing the crops 
during the J u n e rise. 
Roadbeds are being 
inspected j 
by Highway D epartm ent officials, 
as fast as the w ater recedes, and 
while it is too soon to 
estimate • 
the damage, it 
is 
know n 
that I 
m any miles of gravel road 
will 
have to be rebuilt and hundreds | 
of bridges replaced. 
N ear Wyatt, where 
the 
first 
blast was m ade in the levee, much 
sand from the Ohio 
River 
has 
been carried through the break 
and left in ridges on the 
farm 
land. 
In some houses the silt 
is 
three to seven inches deep on the 
floors. 
At o th er places, even the 
shade trees have been torn loose 
and washed away. 
When 
the 
levee 
was 
first 
dynam ited, a hole approxim ately 
100 feet wide was 
made. 
Now 
the gap has widened 
to 
nearly 
half a mile, and is still crum bling 
slightly. 
Engineers in 
a 
boat 
sounding the depth of the hole 
created by the force of the w ater 
rushing through the break, esti­ 
m ated it to be 70 feet deep. These 
holes are called “blue holes" be­ 
cause of the color of the w ater 
left in the hole after the 
flood 
recedes.

Poplar Bluff, Mo., Feb. 22.—An 
increased dem and for high grade 
iron ore has brought a revival of 
iron mining in the South Missouri 
Ozarks, 
particularly 
in 
Butler 
and Wayne counties. 
G. Earl Doane of Chapm an 
& 
Doane, mining engineers, said to­ 
day mining operations would 
be 
resumed the first of n ex t week. 
Little ore has been purchased 
in this district since 1931 w hen 
the Southern Mining Co., a Dul­ 
uth (Minn.) concern, w ent out of 
business. 
Doane’s concern bought 
all the equipm ent of the company, 
including loading docks and scales 
at Taskee, Williamsville, 
H end­ 
rickson, K eener and Mill Springs. 
Doane said his com pany has con­ 
tract with a Birm ingham 
(Ala.) 
concern which 
will 
keep 
the 
mines in operation at least a year. 
“ Formerly what is 
known 
as 
special purpose ore could be ship­ 
ped from Spain 
to 
B irm ingham 
cheaper than it could be 
mined 
and shipped from Poplar Bluff to 
the Alabama market, 500 
miles 
away,” said Doane. 
"The w ar in 
Spain has cut off that supply and 
the mills arc going out in search 
of other sources of the particular 
grade of iron ore which is 
pro­ 
duced here." 
The iron 
mines 
are 
located 
chiefly 
in 
W ayne 
and 
Butler 
counties but operations may 
be 
extended elsewhere. 
Mining op­ 
erations m ay be conducted by the 
form er ow ners of land 
sold 
to 
Federal forests, since provision is 
m ade in such sale th at 
m ineral 
deposits rem ain the property of 
the seller. 
The work of repairing and re­ 
newing docks and scales at T as­ 
kee and Williamsville was expect­ 
ed to be completed 
by 
Monday 
night. 
O ther equipm ent will be 
repaired as rapidly as possible.
